PICNIC TRAIN WRECKED.

Washington, July 14. — The cruiser 
Buffalo has arrived at San Francisco 
from her cruise around the world from 
Hampton Roads by way of the Suez 
canal.

Chicago, July 14. — Twenty-one peo- 
ple were killed and about 70 injured 
Wednseday night In a collision on the 
Chicago & Eastern Illinois railroad at 
Glenwood, 23 miles south of this city. 

The collision occurred between a 
picnic train from this city which was 
returning from Momence, 111., and a 
freight train into the rear end of which 
it dashed at a high rate of speed. The 
picnic ti;ain was on the right hand 
track coming north, and the freight 
was on the left track. A mi.splaced 
switch threw the picnic train over on 
the left track and before the engineer 
could apply the brakes it ran at 40 
miles an hour into the rear of the 
freight. The engine, baggage car and 
first coach of the picnic train were de- 
molished and all of the killed and ‘in- 
jured were on the engine and in the 
two cars. 

The train which was wrecked left 
the 31st street station Wednesday 
morning for Momence. The picnic 
was the annual outing of the members 
of Doremus church, formerly a chapel 
of Plymouth Congregational church, of 
this city. After spending the day on 
the Picnic' grounds at Momence, the 
train started on the return trip, run- 
ning in as the second section of the 
regular passenger train, which is due 
in Chicago at 8:25. 

• When the picnic train reached Chi- 
c^o Heights, four miles beyond Glen- 
wood, where the accident took place, 
it was switched to the regular south- 
bound track, and although it was com- 
ing north it* was given a clear track 
;by the operator at Chicago Heights 
until it should reach Glenwood, four 
hiiles away. The train after leaving 
Chicago Heights gradually increased 
its speed and .when half the distance 
between the two stations had been cov- 
ered it was plunging along at the rate 
pf 40 miles an hour. Just half way 
between Chicago Heights and Glen- 
wood there is a sharp curve, and as 
the picnic train tore around this on 
the south-bound track a freight train 
was backing from the south-bound to 
the north-bound track. It was partly 
on both tracks and no train could have 
passed it in either direction. The 
bend is so sharp that the engineer of 
Ithe picnic train had no chance to see 
the freight before he was upon it. It 
was too late to do anything but set the 
airbrakes, hut before they could take 
.'effect the passenger train smashed 
jnto the freight. The engine and bag- 
gage car of the passenger train went 
clear through the freight and were 
piled up in heaps of wreckage on the 
further side of the switch on which 
the freight was crossing from one 
track to the other. The first coach of 
the picnic train plunged straight into 
the wreckage and buried itself in 
mass of kindling wood under the de- 
molished baggage car. Nearly all of 
the passengers in the first were caught 
beneath the mass of debris, and it was 
.here that the loss of life occurred. 
.The people in the rear coaches were 
'hurled from their seats and many of 
them were badly shaken up and bruis- 
ed, but all of the serious casualties oc- 
curred in the first car. The uninjured 
passengers and the trainmen at once 
hastened to the relief of those who 
were pinned down under the wreckage, 
who were shrieking piteously for aid. 
The scene of the wreck was two miles 
from anywhere and much delay en- 
sued before some of the injured who 
were held • down by heavy timbers 
could be extricated. Nothing could be 
done for them until lifting machinery; 
came from Chicago Heights.

SL Petersburg, July 13. — A dispatch 
from a Russian correspondent at Muk- 
den. dated July 12, says: 

“According to intelligence received 
here the Japanese last night attacked 
positions near Port Arthur and were 
repulsed with enormous losses, not 
less than 30,000, it is said, being killed 
or wounded by our mines,” 

The Japanese advance to Ta Tche 
Kiao is shrouded in mystery. No tele- 
grams have been received by the gen- 
eral staff or the admiralty since Lieut 
Gen. Sakharoff’s dispatch of July 10 
with the exception of a report from 
Gen. Kuropatkin covering the events 
detailed by Gen. Sakharoff, which was 
delayed because It had followed the 
emperor on his journey to the Volga 
region. 

The lack of news from Ta Tche Kiao 
is not causing anxiety. The evening 
editions of the St. Petersburg newspa- 
pers prominently published the tele- 
gram from Tokio reporting another ap- 
pearance of the Port Arthur squadron 
(on the morning of July 9) and thus 
gladdened the hearts (tf the holiday 
crowd. 

I.ondon, July 13. — The Morning 
Post’s Shanghai correspondent says 
that the Japanese casualties by land 
mines at Port Arthur Sunday night 
are reported to have been 28,000. 

Che Foo, July 14. — Private advices 
just received from New Chwang indi- 
cate that the long expected battle be- 
tween Kai Chou and Ta Tche Kiao is 
now in progress. 

I.,ondon, July 14. — There is publish- 
ed Thursday morning a rumor that 
Port Arthur has fallen, but it is dis- 
credited and lacks confirmation of any 
sorL 

St. Petersburg, July 14. — A special 
dispatch received from Mukden Wed- 
nesday. night dated July 12, repeats 
the story of a J'apanese repulse at Port 
Arthur with the loss of 30,000. The 
dispatch says: 

“News has been received from relia- 
ble sources that the Japanese third 
army on the night of July 11 attacked 
Port Arthur and was heavily defeat- 
ed, an immense number being killed 
by Russian mines. The total loss is 
about 30,000.” * 

There was great interest through- 
out St. Petersburg all Wednesday ev- 
ening for further details of the disas- 
,ter. It has developed that the official 
report which was at first supposed to 
emanate directly from Viceroy Alexieff 
was not specifically fathered by him, 
but was given out as a report reaching 
his headquarters from “Japanese 
sources.” What these sources are has 
not yet been explained. Possibly the 
report was Intercepted by wireless tel- 
egraphs but ft is more likely that it 
came from the Russian consul at Che 
Foo or the Russian consul at Tien- 
Tsin, 

A full report on the subject is await- 
ed from Lieut Gen. Stoessel, com- 
mander of the military, forces at Port 
Arthur. 



Chicago, July 13.— As the result of % 
stubborn disagreement, chiefly over 
wages for unskilled labor, one of the 
most extensive strikes in the history 
of the packing industry of the United 
States, began Tuesday in Chicago, 
Kansas City, Omaha, St. Joseph, Mo., 
and other cities where large packing 
plants are located. If prolonged the 
strike Is expected to cause widespread 
Inconvenience, possibly equaling the 
anthracite coal famine of two years 
ago. 

The unanimity of the strike was 
complete. More than 43,000 employes 
are directly involved. In Chicago 
alone 18,000 men are on a strike. 

The effect of the strike upon the 
food supply of the country and the 
price of meats is being earnestly dis- 
cussed, notwithstanding announce- 
ment was made Tuesday night that 
the packing houses, contrary to some- 
what general exjiectation, will con- 
tinue operations without any close- 
down, employing whatever help may 
be obtainable. How much alleviation 
in the furnishing of supplies to the 
public this course may afford, is a 
matter of wide variation of opinion. 

A picturesque scene was presented 
when the sausage factories and can- 
neries were left by thir forces. There 
are 1,000 girls employed in these two 
departments of the meat industry. 
Clad in the varigated garb of factory 
girls, this army of feminine strikers 
tripped blythless along the main 
thoroughfare of the stock yards, and 
were roundly cheered as they emerged 
through the gates and distributed 
themselves in the crowd of men who 
had mainly, awaited their cenning. 

President Michael Donnelly, the 
strike leader^ said: 

“I wish to make it clear that we are 
not fighting for an increase. of wages, 
but against a decrease. 

“Our original demand was for a 
minimum of 20 cents an hour for la- 
borers. This demand was amended 
after our second conference with the 
packers in June. 

“We agreed to a scale of 18%. cents 
an hour, except in Omaha and Sioux 
City, where the scale is 19 cents. 

“.The packers, on the other hand, re- 
fused to pay more than 17% cents an 
hour and declined to sign any agree- 
ments at all, except with a small pro- 
portion of the workmen.” 

Chicago, July 14. — Arbitration of the 
grievances which precipitated the gen- 
eral strike in the meat packing houses 
in various parts of the country ap- 
peared Wednesday night to be in sight 
and a conference between employers 
and strikers will be held. The initial 
step toward a settlement of the con- 
troversy by mediation w'as taken late 
Wednesday evening by the state board 
of arbitration. When the members of 
the board reached Chicago they at 
once went into conference with, Mi- 
chael J. Donnelly, the leader of the 
strike, and listened to the story of his 
side of the trouble. The members of 
the hoard then Interview the represen- 
tatives of the packers and their side 
of the difficulty was heard. 

As a result of these two conferences 
Mr. Donnelly sent a communication 
to the packers in which it was stated 
that the unions were willing to accept 
a settlement through a board of arbi- 
tration. .No reply is expected from the 
employers before Thursday, but it is 
confidently expected that their reply 
will be conciliatory because they of- 
fered to arbitrate the .matt,ers In dis- 
pute before the strike was called. Mr. 
Donnelly declared Wednesday night 
that the offer of arbitration from the 
packers had not reached him before 
the strike was OBlled and that if the 
packers will again make the same 
proposition it will he accepted by the 
unions. 

Shortly after 11 o’clock at night aft- 
er assiduously using the telephones 
between the headquarters of the un- 
ions and the packers the state board 
of arbitratloj arranged a meeting be- 
tween the officers -of. the union and 
representatives of the packers for 10 
o’clock Thursday morning. 

Providence, R. I.y July 14. — Prices of 
beef, pork, lamb and mutton took an 
upward turn, the advance ranging 
from IVyC a pound for beef and 3 and 
4 cents a pound on the other meats. 
About two days’ shipments from the . 
west are now en route here. 

l.a Crosse, Wis., July 14. — An inde- 
pendent packing plant in La Crosse 
says it will refuse to advance meat 
prices on account of the butcher strike. 
Western Wisconsin, it is thought, will 
have sufficient meat at the usual 
prices. 

Des Moines, la., July 14. — Another 
advance was made in the price of 1 
meats by local dealers Wednesday, | 
pork advancing 2% cents a pound. 
Local dealers predict still higher * 
prices unless thit strike ends shortly. ;

Was Large Increase During the Montr 
of June. 



Washington, July 14. — The gross 
postal receipts for the 50 largest post 
offices in the United States for last 
paonth as compared with June, 1903, 
were $5,467,498, an increase of more 
than 6 per cent.; this highest increase 
jwas 21 per cent, at Peoria. Decreases 
iwere reported by Philadelphia, Brook- 
lyn, Buffalo, Rochester, Columbus, 
Worcester and St. Joseph. New York 
increased almost 6 per cent,; Chicago 
increased over 8 per cent. The re- 
ceipts at St. Louis, w’here the exposi- 
tion has swelled the postal business, 
increased 17 per cent.

Total Number of Dead Is Now Placed 
at 958. 



New York, July 14. — The total dead 
In the destruction of the exeursion 
steamer Gen. Slocum on June -5 is giv- 
en as 958 in the final report presented 
to Police Commissioner McAdoo Wed- 
nesday by the inspectors in charge of 
the investigation by the police depart- 
ment Only 897 of the dead were iden- 
tified. Forty^two were reported miss- 
ing and 61 unidentified, while 180 were 
injured and only 235 out of nearly 1,400 
on the steamer escaped uninjured. As- 
suming that the unidentified dead are 
among the missing, all but one person 
ihas been thus accounted for.

This may be done from a tabu- 
lated statement recently issued by the 
warden, w^hich represents a year in 
which a total of 22,227 cases of all kinds 
were treated. The warden in comment- 
ing on this tabulated statement says: 

“Not only among medical cases, but 
far beyond any other disease or condi- 
tion enumerated in our list, pneumonia, 
with a total of 1,117 and a death record 
of 536, stands out most prominently. 
This is but another bit of evidence of the 
alarming extent of this scourge. The 
figures show a mortality of almost GO 
per cent. 

“Among medical cases, rheumatism 
follows pneumonia in number of cases. 
To its credit are given 541. Tubercu- 
losis. with 534, does not quite equal the 
number of deaths from pneumonia, and 
gives a very interesting comparison be- 
tv^en these two diseases.

More pitiful in their helplessness than 
the consumptives are the insane. Many 
of them with reason driven out by the 
troubles that beset the poor of a large 
city, the, to them; uusolvable problem 
of providing food, clothing and shelter 
for families and self in the midst of com- 
petition that is both nerve and muscle 
wracking. 

Unlike the new conditions in the state 
prisons these poor demented souls are 
not left to think of their troubles. Such 
of them as are physically able to work i 
are provided with tasks that come as a 
greater boon than shelter, food and 
clothing could possibly be alone. A 
spacious farm provides employment for 
^ the great majority of those able to work. 
^ On this farm is raised, by the help of 
these workers, much of the vegetables, 
that are needed for the tables, much of 
the feed for the cows aud horses neces- I 
sary to the paaintenance of the place. 
For the workers a pleasant cottage of 
commodious size, 54x80 feet and two 
stories high, has been built. In addition 
to the employed farm hands, the truck 
gardener and his family, this building 
will accommodate about 45 of the men- 
tally deficient workers. ’Within it are 
provided smoking rooms, lounging 
rooms, toilet rooms, living rooms and 
large air dormitories for the patients. 
Around it may be found all the evidences 
of farm life, chickens, hogs, cattle, 
barns and sheds. Both inside and out 
it is ideal for Its purpose. Here the boon 
of work takes from the situation in 
which these unfortunates find them- 
selves many of the terrors that would 
otherwise surround the very idea of be- 
ing a public charge. 

The less fortunate, those whose 
troubles are so serious as to prevent 
them from working, are equally well 
provided for in pretty cottages, the sur- 
roundings of which are as ideal as the 
purpose for which they are used makes 
it possible to make them.

Chicago. — Upon its needy of nearly 
two and one-half millions of people 
Cook county is expending each year 
practically a round million of dollars 
in various forms of charity. ’This is the 
<c:ontribution to the poor of the county 
government, and does not include the 
sums expended either by the city or by 
the various charitable organizations. 
Neither does it include the amounts ex- 
pended year after year for buildings for 
the charitable institutions. 

This vast sum of money goes to care 
for many ciassies of the indigent poor. 
It cares for the insane at Dunning; it 
heals the wounds of the affiicted at 
the Cook county hospital; it provides 
food for the hungry and coal for the 
cold through the medium of the county 
agent, and it buries the pauper dead. 

From the standpoint of the sociolog- 
ical student there are few more interest- 
ing places than Dunning. Within the 
protecting walls of its many buildings 
hundreds of insane are cared for at all 
times. To it the poor are sent, there to 
complete their allotted days surrounded 
by such necessities, if not luxuries, as 
the public can bestow. There one may 
find the representatives of all nations 
and all peoples. The latest addition to 
this remarkable institution is the hos- 
■pital for indigent consumptives, built 
upon the most modern lines, with fresh 
air and sunshine to be had- from every 
.side. Within this building about 160 
patients may be accommodated at one 
time. These patients come from the 
overcrowded and Infected slums. They 
are the victims of the sweat shops and 
the dust-ridden factories. The sunlight 
and fresh air of Dunning grives to them 
their one chance for life. Here the 5 ’^ are 
surrounded by such luxuries, provided 
at public expense, as they have not known 
before.

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growth of the city. Its beginning may 
be said to date from 1866, when the coun- 
ty commissioners leased two w’arus in 
the city hospital, in which could be ac- 
commodated 12 patienta. The beginning 
of the present series of buildings came 
in 1875, but little more than a quarter of 
a century ago. when tw'o pavilions were 
erected. From that time to the present 
the institution has grown in size with 
remarkable speed. The latest buildings 
to be added are one for the treatment of 
contagious diseases, and another for the 
care of children. In the former of these 
two 160 patients may be accommodated 
at one time, and in the latter 100 little 
tots may find opportunity to recover 
from their afflictions, assisted in tho 
struggle by the best that medical science 
can offer. From its beginning in 1866. 
with accommodations for 12 patients, 
the hospital has growm to be one of the 
largest and best appointed institutions 
of its kind in the world. Its employes 
of doctors, internes and nurses number 
several hundred. The privilege of serv- 
ing an internship here is fought for by 
the medical students of the city, and for- 
tunate are' those considered who pass 
sufficiently high in their studies to land 
the coveted prize.

Wood nutcrackers, the handles carved 
in fanciful imitation of fruits, birds and 
animals, are utilized for wooden wed- 
ding gifts, says the Brooklyn Eagle. 

The latest in souvenirs for wooden 
weddings is a wooden shoe, or, prefer- 
ably, a pair of them. As a matter of 
fact, wooden shoes are acceptable gifts 
for den or bachelor apartment decora- 
tions at any time, and are used as whisk- 
broom holders. They are ornamented 
with pyrographlc work, and their air 
of solidity appeals to the masculine 
sense of fitness. Whiskbrooms or flat- 
backed clothes brushes slip easily into 
the recess, for large-sized shoes are em- 
ployed li^this way, and such holders are 
a welcome relief from the ribbon-decked 
contrivances that are more of a success 
as dust catchers than brush holders. 

“Knock down” furniture it is called 
by the trade. Its most general mani- 
festation is in the form of cranes in 
various sizes and of weathered oak. 
Chains of different lengths depend from 
the arm of the crane and to these are 
attached steins, wooden keys and coffer 
cups and jugs. 

“You must have a crane in the Dutch 
room or the den or on the porch, if you 
really want to be up to date,” gays a 
woman who knows. When it is incon- 
venient to have the crane arm project- 
ing it can by a simple process of manipu- 
lation be taken down altogether or 
swung close to the wall. This explains 
the designation “knock down,” 

Mottoes adorn the newest of the 
cranes. It is the thing nowadays to 
have a motto somewhere in evidence in 
the home. Not the old-time “God Bless 
Our Home,” but something on the order 
of “It’s Always Morning Somewhere in 
the World,” “Well, Here's Hoping,” “A 
Health to You,” etc. 

These mottoes are inscribed on hang- 
ing cellarets, on pipe racks and plate 
racks, as well as on cranes. For the 
Dutch room is a novelty in the form of 
book i*ack of weathered oak, surmounted 
by a windmill. An appropriate inscrip- 
tion etched with the pyrographlc needle 
decorates one side. 

Bluebeard keys the huge wooden door 
openers are termed, and a motto or 
phrase appears on some. The wooden 
shoes are likewise decorated. One pair 
bears the inscription: “No Steps Back- 
ward.” Another inscription reads: 
“Don’t Delay.” 

Plate racks of weathered oak are to be 
had in four tier effects, with hooks below 
for cups and pitchers. 

A miniature hogshead of oak attached 
to a wicker framework for convenience 
in moving from place to place, makes a 
good water cooler. A faucet is attached 
to one end and there is the inevitable 
inscription.

€0 bushels per Spcre, but the average of 
the eotire United States for the past 
ten years <23% bushels per acre) 
shows that many are annually harvest- 
ing less than half of this quantity. 
Since the average crop in the states 
best adapted to corn growing is but 
little above the general average of the 
entire country, it is evident that the 
average is not lowered to any great ex- 
tent hy the poor crops in sections un- 
suited to corn growing. Moreover, the 
yield per acre in the New England 
states, with their poor soil and short 
growiitg season, is greater than in any 
other part of the country. This clearly 
indicates the possibility of greatly in- 
creasing the yield per acre in the corn 
belt. This is especially easy of ac- 
complishment in the southern states, 
where the present average is low and 
where the growing season is not short- 
ened hy frosts. 

Tbo most valuable information re- 
garding the growing of corn in any 
particular section can be obtained 
from unprejudiced observant corn, 
grower* of many years’ experience; 
and the writer wishes to thank the 
hundreds who have so kindly given 
him such information. The fact that 
the experiences of growers in different- 
localities and the reports of experi- 
ments from the various state experi- 
ment stations do not agree should, not 
lower the estimation of the value of 
either. Such disagreement follows nec- 
essarily from the different soils, alti- 
tudes, latitudes and seasons. Conflict- 



equally true that the culitivation ot 
corn will never b« found profitable on 
very poor land. Some growers, from 
force of habit, perhaps, every spring 
plant corn on land which they know is 
too poor to produce profitable corn. 
The plowing and cultivating of poor 
soil is as expensive as the plowing and 
cultivating of fertile soil. Com grow- 
ing should not be attempted on such 
land until it is brought into a fertile 
condition by the growing and plowing 
under of leguminous crops, the appli- 
cation of manures, etc. In the mean- 
time some of the crops that require 
less fertility than corn may be grown. 
It should be remembered that the na- 
ture of the corn plant is such that it 
w’ill not produce grain unless the soil 
is rich enough to afford a considerable 
growth of stalk, and that the belt yield 
of ears is not obtained unless the 
stalks have made a maximum growth. 
For this reason some other plants will 
produce small or fair crops on soil too 
poor to produce corn. A cotton plant 
adjusts its yield of lint to the fertility 
of the coil, a small plant producing a 
small number of bolls containing lint 
of as good a quality as that from a 
larger plant bearing many more bolls. 
A bay crop is also quite regular in. 
proportion to the fertility of the soil. 
This is not true, however, of corn. 
When poor soil dwarfs grass to half ita 
normal size, the crop of hay is reduced 
by about one-half, but w’hen poor soil 
dwarfs the corn plants to half their 
normal size it is probable that there
